HOME MISSION REPORT. 


Rev. C. F. Dame of Lawrencsburgh, 


chairman of the managing commit- 
tee for home missions, in presenting 
the annual report of the board, calls 
attention to the importance of home 
mission- work as essential to the con- 
tinued reMgious prosperity 
of our 


country, and as required by the posi- 
tive t commands of Christ. The Bap- 
tist Home Mission society was found- 
ed sixty-eight years ago beginning it a 
work in the Mississippi valley, and 
while its original field of labor has 
.argely ceased to be a missisonary 
ground, new and larger field's have 
claimed and received the aid of the 
society. Work is now carreid on in 
Pcrto Rico and 
in Eastern Cuba, 


among our rapidly growing foreign 
popxilation, and a church has been es- 
tablished 
in- Alaska* A 
Japanese 


Baptist church in Seattle represents 
the work among a people who are 
coming to us so rapidly that 700 re- 
cently arrived on a single ship. More 
vigorous effort is called for to meet 
the growing demand. 


Our last report showed that over 


$32,000 had been expended in excess 
of receipts in 
the 
entire country, 


where the society employed last year 
1,180 laborers, reported 4,442 bap- 
tisms; received 5,233 members by 
letter or on experience, and organized 
76 churches. 
The contributions in 


Indiana laflt year were $3,673.75,, a 
gain of $670.30 'over the previous 
year. 
Your managing committee 


wrote 208 letters, delivered ten ad- 
dresses and traveled 270 miles.

ECHOES FEOM THE WEST. 


Mrs. K G. Wheeler, of Loa Angeles, 


brough to the convention the story of 
missionary work in the far west, and 
she told it in an address of much 
earnestness. She expressed pleasure 
at the privilege of telling the people 
of the returns from their missionary 
investments* 
After describing the 


extent of the western mission field 
she continued; 


"The harvest is great and the la- 


borers are few. There is great need 
of still more work in that great mis- 
sion field God has given us- It is 
true that many wettern town* are 
Oodless towns* kt'tothe Christ-cute 
that it going to »av« tht wertetn 


problem, and to bring to them the 
liberty and freedom of our people. 
The secret of what we are able to do 
in mission fields begins iu our own 
homes. 
It is either 'go,' 'let go' 


or 'help go/ If we can not go our- 
selves, we can let others go — we need 
not hinder them. 
There are many 


ways of hindering others from going, 
and one of them is by not giving as 
you are able to the cause. 


"All things considered, I believe it 


is easier to go than to stay at homo 
and guide the ropes. I would under- 
stand that you here at home who are 
helping the mission cause are co-lab- 
orers with us. 
You can aid us in 


many ways; You can help by your 
prayers. Give of your jewels. You 
will realize on the investment for in 
that great reunion day when you are 


PPy in a home in heaven you will 


say. 'here are' my jer;ols all back 
again in the richnessof souls brought 
to Christ. Let your motto be, <I will 
have one more soul for Christ; that 
all may know the Lord, even from 
the least to the greatest." 


Rev. S. L. Boberts, 'of New Bethel, 


spoke of the opportunity for home 
mission work in the cities, and Rev, 
Fulmer closed -with a plea for a unity 
of all church departments in the mis- 
sion work.

THE LADIES 


Mrs. Reuben Jeffrey, the state vice 


president, was in charge of the meet- 
ing during the next hour, and she 
introduced Mrs. R. D, Moore, of La- 


fayette, who read the report of the 
managing committee for women's 
home missions. 


"The past year/' said she, "had 


onany encouraging features, 'and the 
future is illumined 'by many possi- 
bilities. 
Our object is to <pla'ce the 


gospel in every home in Indiana, and 
the society closed the fiscal year out 
of debt and with -a balance in the 
treasury. 
The state vice president, 


Mrs. 
Jeffrey, has in the past year at- 


tended twenty associations, made 
twenty-five addresses, organized ten 
circles, in addition to the a'ble work 
of several assistants, -to whom due 
credit was given. 
The women of 


Indiana last year 'contributed $2r 
223.29 to home missions, and $26.35 
bo staite expense fund. 
This year 


we want $3,000 from Indiana, an in- 
irease of,25 per cent." 
A number of 


changes in the directory -were noted, 
and tender words told of the services 
of several whom dt h has taken in 
the past year. 


Mrs. J. H. Chapman, o!f Chicago, 


was to deliver the next address, and 
as she came forward the convention 
arose and greeted her with the Chau- 
tauqua 
salute. 
Mrs. Chapman's 


theme was the "Women's Baptist 
Home Missionary society," and she 
spoke in part as follows1: 


MRS. 
CHIAPMAN SF'EtAKS. 
- 


"I am especially gratefful for your 


cordial greetings today, and I assure 
you I am glad to be here, for as a 
state you make the Master's work 
one of importance in your life.' 
I 


have wondered how you would liold 
all the good things you have heard 
this week, for I know you are devoted 
to each of the causes ^presented, 


"One of the strange vagaries a 


few years ago was the 'blue-glass 
craae, when people supposed that 
rays of sunlight streaming through 
the blue glass would give health and 
•happiness. 
That folly has passed 


way, and we realiae that we need the 
blending of aft the rays of Ood's sun- 
light to make what Jesus calls the 
light of the world. 
We must give 


to all causes. 
God help the causes 


when Christians become blue glass 
'Christiana. 
The woman's home mis- 


sion work must have a large place in 
your heart and your life. 
There 


seems to be a movement of <3tod to 
mix together here in America, 'by 
emigration, all the peoples of the 
earth, and God has commissioned us 
to give to them the bread of life." 


Woman's work for women was 


dwelt upon at some length, and 'Mrs. 
Chapman illustrated by a map the 
extent of the work of the society in 


Kenton, Ohio, Oct. 12.—It had not 


been the intention of the Ohio state 
democratic committee that Hon, W. 
J, Bryan, the democratic candidate, 
should begin the speechmaking feat- 
ure of his Ohio tour until the town of 
Bowling Green should be reached. 


This plan was, however, interfered 


with to a slight extent by the de- 
mands of a number of people who 
gathered about Mr. Bryan's car in 
the Toledo depot before the train pull- 
ed out from that point. 
The train 


had been brought to Toledo from Sag- 
inaw, via Detroit during the night, 
and had arrived at Toledo in the ear- 
ly hours 
of the morning. It was 


about half past six when people be- 
gan to congregate in the vicinity of 
Mr. Bryan's private 'car. and it was 
not long until the clamor became so 
great that the national candidate was 
compelled to hurriedly dress himself 
and make his appearance. 


The next speech was made at Bowi- 
ng Green, twenty miles out, and the 
third at Findlay, the center of the 
Ohio gas belt. 


The Bowling Green speech was 


made before breakfast and the Find- 
ay speech immediately 
after the 


close of the meal. 


Mr. Bryau announced during tftie 


breakfast hour 
that Mrs. Bryan 


would join him on the 27th inst. in 
New York and 
remain 
with him 


thereafter until the close of the cam- 
paign. 


He said that after leaving New 


York and making the tour of West 
Virginia, Maryland, Deleware and 
New Jersey he would again return to 
the Empire state and probably make 
several speeches on the occasion of 
this second visit. 


Mr. Bryan's audience at the depot 


n Toledo was comprised of four or 
five hundred people, who had assem- 
bled there of their own accord many 
of them being laborers on their way 
to work with their dinner pails in 
their hands. 


He talked to them in a conversa- 


tional tone, the manner of the speech 
creating the impression of a familiar 
chat. He told them that the republi- 
can party seemed of the impression 
that the full dinner pail was a suffici- 
ent reply to all argument as well as 
to all demands. The speech was re- 
ceived with cheers. 


At Bowling Green Mr, Bryan es- 


pecially urged 
the importance of 


electing the whole democratic ticket, 


A fine audience greeted Mr. Bryan 


upon his arrival at Findlay at 8:30 
and he made a speech of five minutes 
at that place. 


While the car was standing in the 


Toledo station Mayor Jones of To- 
ledo, called upon Mr. Bryan and they 
were in conference together for a few 
minutes. It had been hoped that Mr, 
Jones would be able to accompany 
Mr. Bryan on his Ohio campaign tour 
but his -other campaign engagements 
prevented him doing s-o.

DEATH STOPS HIS JOURNEY 


JAMES GABMEK DIES IN HIS 


PRAIRIE SCHOONER, 


Was Making His Way Overland 


From Michigan—Died Near 


Centlivre Brewery. 


James Garnicr, whose home is in 


Dushville, Mich., died this morning 
at about 3 o'clock in a wagon in 
which he was making his way over- 
and in company with his aunt, Mar- 
garet Amrone, and uncle, Thomas A. 
'urrens. 
The wagon in which the man died 


had been converted into a "prairie 
schooner" on a small scale by stretch- 
ing blankets on a frame, and under 
this shelter the sick man traveled 
from the time he was taken ill, near 
Coldwater, Mich, 


Early this morning, when near the 
lentlivre brewery, a stop was made 
for breakfast and when his relatives 
had finished and were about to re- 
sume traveling, they discovered that 
the man had died. The coroner was 
summoned by telephone and 
after 


viewing the remains 
ordered them 


removed to the undertaking parlors 
of J. C. Peltier, where an inqi^st was 
held. 


Garmer was about thirty-seven 


years old and was born in Grant coun- 
ty, this state. 
He is married and 


leaves a family. He started several 
weeks ago on his way to St. Louis 
to take a job, but sicki\?ss overtook 
him shortly after his departure from 
home, and owing to the fact that he 
could not receive propei* attention 
while on the road, death ensued. H| 
received medical attention in Cold- 
water, Mich., and Fremont, Ind., and 
the relatives with whom he was trav- 
eling were making every effort to 
reach Fort Wayne to place him in a 
hospital. 


Coroner Barnett held an inquest in 


the Peltier establishment this after- 
noon and later the remains were in- 
terred in Lindenwood cemetery. 


Miss Lizzie Kodabush, who resides 


in Hongland, is a sister of the dead 
man.

MAY END THE STRIKE 


Anthracite Miners Convene and 


Are Addressed by their 


President. 


MITCHELL 
IS 
NON-COMMITTAL 


Scranton, Pa., Oct. 12,™The con- 


vention of striking anthracite mine 
workers called by President Mitchell, 
of the United Mine Workers, for the 
purpose of considering- the 10 per 
cent net advance offered 'by the mine 
owners commenced in Music hall this 
morning. 


The delegates began to arrive at 


the hall -long 'before 10 o'clock and 
stood alon'g the sidewalks oi Laeka- 
wanna avenue discussing the -proba- 
ble action of the convention. 


The little hall, which has a ca- 


pacity of -about 700, was soon filled 
after the doors were opened. 
Un- 


like most conventions there was an 
utter lack of decorations in the 'hall. 


As ea'ch official of the United Mine 


Workers entered the hall he was ap- 
plauded, but the g-reatest demonstra- 
tion was reserved for President Mit- 
chell, who -arrived at 10:15 a. m, 


MITCHELL'S ADDRESS. 


The convention got down to work 


very quickly. 
Ten minutes after 


the national president's arrival he 
called the delegates to order and ad- 
dressed 'them as 'follows: 


Gentlemen:—In opening this con* 


vention I desire to briefly outline 
the purpose which prompted us to 
call you here, to point out, if I can, 
the course you should pursue in 
determining the questions which so 
vitally effect not only yourselves 
and the vast constituency you rep- 
resent, but also the millions of peo- 
ple in the eastern and New England 
states and in the 
anthracite re- 


gions not directly connected with 
the coal industry. 


Before doing so, however, permit 


me to congratulate you upon the 
growth of your 
organization, as 


evidenced by the large number of 
delegates assembled here. 


This is without exception the 


largest labor convention which has 
taken place in the industrial his- 
tory of our nation* 
The 
causes 


which forced you to engage in the 
contest which has preceded 
this 


convention are, from years of suf- 
fering, so indelibly imprinted upon 
your memories that it would be a 
waste of words to recite them here. 


The story of your wrongs has 


been truthfully depicted by your 
officers, it has been portrayed in all 
its hideousness by the representa- 
tives of the press, men sent here to 
seek out the truth and report the 
conditions as they really exist, and 
with exceptional unanimity 
the 


public has declared that your cause 
is just, and that the responsibility 
for this unfortunate strike rests 
solely on the shoulders of those 
who employed you. Your own con- 
duct during the strike, even under 
the most trying circumstances, has 
won for you and your cause t~he re- 
spect and 
commendation of all 


justice-loving, patriotic people. 


Violations of law have been few 


in number, and then only under 
circumstances in which the miners 
were not wholly at fault. In fact, 
it has been shown that more overt 
acts have been committed by those 
whose duty it is to enforce the law 
than by the mine workers, who 
have been so erroneously pictured 
as men entirely devoid of respect 
for law and order. 
For this you 


deserve much credit. Labor organ- 
izations have no greater enemies 
than the thoughtless strikers who 
violate the law or permit them- 
selves to be provoked into the com- 
mission of crime. 


It frequently occurs in time of 


strikes that 
employers provoke 


strikers into violations of the law, 
with the hope and the expectation 
that public sentiment will be ar- 
rayed against the strike, and the 
military arm of the state can be 
secured to curb the men and defeat 
the objects for which the strike 
was inaugurated. 


Whatever may be your decision 


here today, whether you end or 
continue the strike, it is my earnest 
hope that every man may regard it 
as his duty not only to obey, but 
assist in enforcing the law, 


When this strike was put into 


effect w* declared that it would not 
end Unless a majority of the dele- 


gates representing the anthracita 
miners agree to its 
termination. 


We repeatedly announced that wa 
would not undertake to decide the 
future happiness or misery, tha 
weal or woe of the five hundred 
thousand persons dependent upon 
the anthracite coal industry-for a 
livelihood. 
We believe that the 


men who mine the coal, that the 
men who work in the 
collieries, 


that the boys who work in the 
breakers, should all be consulted 
before the officers of your union 
declare the strike at an end. 


Learning that the operators 'had 


posted notices at their mines -offer- 
ing an advance o'f 10 per cent on 
the 
wages 
formally 
-paid, 
we 


deemed it our duty >to call a -con- 
vention and permit the miners to 
imss judgment on the question of 
its acceptance or rejection. 


In considering the proposition of 


the operators I want the delegates 
attending this convention to (ba 
calm and dispassionate, to consider 
the question in tall its phases, to 
measure carefully the -chances of 
success anti the possibilities of de- 
feat sh'ould the strike he 'continued. 


You must not Teach conclusions 


hastily, you onost not over-estimate 
your strength, land on -the other 
hand you shoul'd take every pre- 
caution 
to 
protect 
yourselves 


against the aviariciousness of your 
employers, who, I re&ret to' aayj " 
have shown no disposition to treat 
you fairly in the past, and who 
have never sh'own any -regard for 
the (welfare of those who produce 
their wealth. 


For the first time in many years 


the operators have recoignized you«r 
'demands for better conditions of 
employment and have offered an 
-advance o'f 10 per cent in your 
wages. I am well aware that this 
advance is not satisfactory to you, 
You [have felt, and with justice, 
that a definite 
period of time 


should foe named during which this 
advance should remain in force. 
Your experience where wages are 
based on a sliding scale has been 
so unsatisfactory to you th'at you 
believe that >the sliding scale meth- 
od of determining wages should be 
abolished, you -also "believe that the 
laws of Pennsylvania should be 
Obeyed by the coal 'companies and 
wages be pai'd twice each month, 
you reserving the ri'ght of spend- 
ing your earnings 'wherever yon 
choose. 


Whether it is better at this time 


to insist upon a 'compliance with 
your demands is a question in 
which you wh'o ere new most in- 
terested, are called upon to d-ecide. 


Personally I have hoped that we 


should be able at some time to es- 
taMish the same method of adjust- 
ing wage differences as now exists 
in the 'bituminous ooal regions, 
where employers and miners' dele- 
gates meet in joint inter-state con- 
vention, -and like prudent, sensible 
business men, mutually agree upon 
a scale of wages which remains an, 
force for one year, thus removing 
the causes of strikes and lockouts, 
land even yet I -believe that in fu- 
ture years the anthracite opera bora 
will accept this humane and pro* 
gressive method of treating with 
their employes, 


(Labor organizations, like labor- 


saving machinery, are here to stay. 
Capital may for a time refuse to 
treat with them; may, because of 
its great power, retaird the grcfwth 
of organizations for a time, lyut 
like "truth wished to earth" they 
"will rise again," and will give the

THE WISCONSIN'S TBIAL. 


Santa Barbara, Cal., Oct. 12.—The 


Wisconsin has 
just completed the 


most successful trial trip ever made 
by a battleship and she is pronounced 
the best vessel ever turned out by 
the Union Iron Works. At the start 
many things seemed against a suc- 
cessful trial. An easterly wind was 
kicking up a choppy sea and threat- 
ening a squally voyage. 
After * 


preliminary spin over a part of the 
course the big vessel steamed full 
ahead, passing the eastern beacon at 
10:20 a. m> at a speed exceeding six- 
teen knots. 
The course was marked 


by the 
battleship 
Iowa, gunboat 


Banger, training ship 
Adams and 


cruiser Philadelphia* 


Between the Banger and Gavieta 


wharf the Wisconsin gained her max- 
imum speed of 18.54 knots per toour 
and maintained 
throughout 
the 


westerly course an average speed of 
17.89. 
The average speed of the 


entire run, sixty-four 
knots, was 


17.25 knots per hour. 


The only other battleship approach*, 


ing this speed is the Alabama, which 
averaged 17.01 knots and attained 
a maximum speed of 18.03 knots, 
The average number of propeller rev- 
olutions during the western run was 
119.34 per minute and on the return 
119.15, ft difference of only .19 of a 
revolution. So close a run has never 
been made 
before. 
The 
average 


steam pressure was 180 pounds and 
the vessel was under forced draft. 
The boilers' valves lifted frequently. 
When at her maximum speed the vi- 
bration was slight, approximately 
the horsa power was 11,800. 


It is expected that tidal correc- 


tions when computed will indicate 
greater speed than recorded, as the 
current was against the vessel for a 
longer period than with her. 


The weather continued 
squally, 


some rain falling until more than 
half the course was completed. After 
turning at the western beacon off 
Point Conception she had a white 
cap sea, bows on, for nearly ono- 
fourth of the 
return 
course. She 


shipped no water forward, but 
it 


rose in the bow wave twenty-five 
feet. From start to finish there was 
not a marring1 incident, not an ir- 
regularity in the movements of the 
machinery. 


Without stopping the engines the 


trial board took charge of the ship 
after the run and put her through the 
required evolutions.

INFORMAL SPEECH TO TOLEDO 


WOBKINGMEN. 


SPEAKS AT BOWLING GREEN 


FINE AUDIENCE GREETS 


AT PINDLAY. 


Kentou, Ohio, Oct. 12.—It had not 


been the intention of the Ohio state 
democratic committee that Hon. W. 
J. Bryan, the democratic candidate, 
ihould begiii the speechmaking feat- 
ure of his Ohio tour until the town of 
Bowling Green should be reached. 


This plan was, however, interferred 


vith to a slight extent by the de- 
iiimds of a number of people who 
slathered about Mr. Bryan's car in 
he Toledo depot before the train pull- 
id out from that point. 
The train 


iad been brought to Toledo from Sag'- 
iiaw, via Detroit during- the night, 
nd had arrived at Toledo in tho ear- 
y hours of the 
morning-. It was 


bout half past six when people be- 
•an to congregate in the vicinity of 
Mr. Bryan's private car. and it was 
not long until the clamor became sa 
great that the national candidate was 
compelled to hurriedly dress himself 
and make his appearance1. 


The next speech was made at Bowl- 


ing Green, twenty miles out, and the 
third at Findlay, the center of the 
Ohio gas belt. 


The Bowling' 
Green, speech 
was 


made before breakfast and the Find- 
lay speech immediately 
after 
the 


close of the meal. 


Mr. Bryan announced during the 


breakfast hour 
that 
Mrs. Bryan 


would join him on the 27th lust, in 
"Nc\v York and 
remain 
with him 


thereafter until the close of the cam- 
paign. 


He said that after leaving New 


York and making' the tour of West 
Virginia,. Maryland, Deleware and 
New Jersey he would again return to 
the Empire state and probably make 
several speeches on the occasion of 
this second visit. 


Mr, Bryan's audience at the depot 


in Toledo was comprised of four or 
five hundred people, who had assem- 
bled there of their own accord many 
of them being laborers on their way 
to work with their dinner pails in 
their hands. 


He talked to them in. u conversa- 


tional tone, the manner of the speech 
creating the impression of a familiar 
chat. He told them that the republi- 
can party seemed of the impression 
that the full dinner pail was a suffici- 
ent reply to all argument as well as 
to all demands. The speech was re- 
ceived with cheers. 


At Howling Green Mr. Bryan es- 


pecially urged

President. 


MITCHELL IS NON-COMMITTAL 


Scran ton, Pa., Oct. 12.—The con- 


vention of striking1 anthracite .mine 
workers called by President Mitchell, 
of the United Mine Workers, for the 
purpose of considering the 10 per 
cent net advance offered 'by the mine 
•wners commenced in Music hall this 
morning.

MITCH-ELL'S ADDRHSS. 


•The convention gat down to work 


very ciuickly. 
Ten minutes after 


national president's arrival he 


ailed the delegates to order and ad- 
resscd them as -follows: 


Gentlemen:—In opening this con- 


vention I desire to briefly outline 
the purpose which prompted us to 
call you here, to point out, if I can, 
the course you should pursue in 
determining the questions which so 
vitally effect not only yourselves 
and the vast constituency you rep- 
resent, but also the millions of peo- 
ple in tho eastern and New England 
states and in the 
anthracite re- 


gions not directly connected with 
the coal industry. 


Before doing so, however, permit 


me to congratulate you upon the 
growth of your 
organization, as 


evidenced by the large number of 
delegates assembled here. 


This is 
without exception the 


largest labor convention which has 
taken place in the industrial his- 
tory of our nation. 
The 
causes 


which forced you to engage in the 
contest which has preceded 
this 


convention are, from years of suf- 
fering1, so indelibly imprinted upon 
your memories that it would be a 
waste of words to recite them here. 


Tlie story of your wrongs has 


been truthfully depicted by your 
officers, it has been portrayed in all 
its hideousness by the representa- 
tives of the press, men sent here to 
seek out the truth and report the 
conditions as they really exist, and 
with exceptional 
unanimity 
the 


public lins declared that your cause 
is just, and that the responsibility 
for this unfortunate strike rests 
solely on tlie shoulders of those 
who employed you. Your own con- 
duct durine- the strike, even under 
the most trying circumstances, has 
won for you and your cause t'he re- 
spect and 
commendation 
of all 


justice-loving, patriotic people. 


Violations of law have been few 


in number, and then only under 
circumstances ia which the miners 
were not wholly at fault. In fact, 
it has been shown that more overt 
acts have been committed by those 
whose duty it is to enforce the law 
than by the mine workers, who 
have been so erroneously pictured 
as men entirely devoid of respect 
for 'law and order. 
For this you 


deserve much credit. Labor organ- 
izations have no greater enemies 
than tho thoughtless strikers who 
violate the law ov permit them- 
selves to be provoked into the com- 
mission of crime. 


It frequently occurs in time of 


strikes that 
employers provoke 


strikers into violations of the law, 
with the hope and 'tho expectation 
that public sentiment will be ar- 
rayed against the strike, and the 
military arm of the state can be 
secured to curb the men and defeat 
the objects for which the strike 
was inaugurated. 


Whatever may be your decision 


here today, whether you end or 
continue the strike, it is my earnest 
hope that every man may regard it 
as his duty not only to obey,1 but 
assist in enforcing the law. 


When this strikn was put into 


effect we declared that.it would not 
end. unless a majority of tho dele- 


gates representing1 the anthracite 
miners agree to its 
termination. 


We repeatedly announced that wa 
would not undertake to decide tho 
future happiness or misery, 
the 


weal or woe of the five hundred 
thousand persons dependent upon 
tlie anthracite coal industry -for a 
livelihood. 
We 
believe that tho 


men who mine the coal, that the 
men who work in the 
collieries, 


that the boys who 
work in tho 


breakers, should all be consulted 
before the officers of your union 
declare the strike at an end. 


Learning: that the operators had 


posted notices at their mines offer- 
ing an advance c!f 10 per cent on. 
the 
wages 
formally 
•paid,, we 


deemed it our duty ito call a con- 
vention and permit the miners to 
pass judgment on the question of 
its acceptance or i ejection. 


In considering the proposition of! 


the operators I want the de-iegnbea 
attending- this convention to 'ba 
calm and dispassionate, to consider 
the question in -all its phases, ta 
measure carefully the 'chances of 
success an'd the possibilities of de- 
feat should the strike'be continued, 


You anust not Teach conclusions 


hastily, you most not over-estimate 
your strength, 'and on the other 
hand you should take every pre- 
caution 
to 
protect 
yourselves 


against the av-ariciousness oC your 
employers, -who, I regret to say" 
have shown no disposition to treat 
you fairly in the past, and who 
have never sh'own any -regard for 
the welfare of those who -produce 
their wealth. 


For the first time in many years 


the operators have recognized your 
•demands for 'better conditions of 
employment nnd have offered an 
advance of 10 per cent in your 
wages. 
I am. -well aware that this 


•advance is not satisfactory to you. 
You have felt, an'd with justice, 
that a definite 
period 
of time 


should 'be named during which this 
advance should remain in force. 
Your experience .where wages are 
based on a sliding scale has been 
so unsatisfactory to you that you 
believe -that the sliding scale meth- 
od of determining wages should ho 
abolished, you also believe that tho 
ln-ws of Pennsylvania should be 
obeyed by the coal companies and 
wages be pai'd twice each month, 
you reserving the rig-lit of spend- 
ing your earn ings wherever you 
choose. 


Whether it is better at this time 


•to insist upon a compliance with 
your demands is 
a question in 


which you wh'o ore r.c,-w most in- 
.tprested, are called upon to decide. 


Personally I have hoped that wo 


should be able at some time to es- 
tablish the same method of adjust- 
ing wage differences as now exists 
in

business men, mutually agree upon 
a scale of wages which remains in 
force for one year, thus removing-. 
the causes of strikes and lockouts, 
hud oven yet I believe that in fu- 
ture years the anthracite operators 
will accept this humane and pro- 
gressive method of treating with 
their employes.

The girl 
climbed the bank at the south of the 
track and the boy started for the 
north side, but one of his feet caught 
iu the cattle guard and held him 
tightly. Engineer Michael Shea saw 
the lad's danger and endeavored to 
stop the train, but failed. The pony 
trucks passed over the bojy cutting 
his left leg off above the knee. The 
engineer succeeded in stopping before 
the driver wheels reached the little 
fellow and if he could have had four 
feet more -to go, the boy would not 
have been injured. 
The trainmen 


picked -him up nnd took him back to 
the depot -where he was turned over 
to a surgeon. The boy displayed a 
wonderful fortitude,-being very quiet 
and talking- calmly to those attend- 
ing htm, notwithstanding the terii- 
ble agony he must have endured. The 
little girl did not know of the acci- 
dent, "but when the train stopped she 
surmised something had happened to 
her brother and 
she 
ran forward 


eagerly inquiring1 for him. No blame 
can be attached to the engineer as the 
children, were tresspassei s on the 
track, but this fact dnes not relieve 
the accident of'any of its sad feat- 
ures.
